is matters noc where or when it comes 
time for the General Assembly, there 
is something that makes you somewhat 
anxious to be there. Such a desire is nor- 
mally Christian in spirit, and should be 
present to make such an occasion a great 
success. A convention such as is of the 
nature of a General Assembly, unless it 
stimulates, appeals unto and encourages 
spiritual unity, is a failure within itself 
to start with. Ministers and laymen 
should find joy in assembling themselves 
together for the promotion of the busi- 
ness interests of the Church at large. If 
this be true it takes the deadness, the dry- 
ness, the mechanical look, the important 
feeling and the drudgery out of these 
gatherings, and makes them New Testa- 
ment in spirit. They are actually made to 
be “love feasts.” Even loaded with many 
cares and duties, officials and ministers 
should be blessedly happy and joyous in 


serving. 


The General Assembly should be up- 
lifting, and the most joyous of any of our 
religious or public gatherings. To make it 
such every minister of the Church of God 
and each layman should feel it his or her 
duty to contribute something to the fel- 
lowship of such an occasion, by their 
spiritual activities and conduct. Those 
who do not enrich these meetings, by 
their presence, will certainly hinder them. 
Those who are “cross and fussy” would 
profit more, and the Assembly would be 
better off, if they would pray through 
before they come, or otherwise stay at 
home. Love for others and respect for the 
ministry should be the dominating spirit 
and law of this General Assembly. Min- 
isters should love enough to cheerfully as- 
sist each other with their work. Individ- 
uals should have enough respect for them- 
selves to be doubly careful that they do 
not misstep at such places. God will not 
be greater in our midst, nor more domi- 
nating as to presence and influence, than 
the sanctity of individuals will permit 
Him to be. If God is to lead us, and work 
with and through us, it will be after we 
have consecrated ourselves to Him and 
the task He has given us. The altars dur- 
ing our Assembly should be love shrines, 
where the weary and hungry may find 
rest and spiritual nourishment. Do not 
come to see and be seen alone. Come be- 
cause duty demands that you be there, 
or if otherwise, with prayerful hearts, 
saying, “Sirs, we would see Jesus.”

of political and religious strife will only 
enjoy “‘a great calm” and “peace” when 
stilled by the divine hand. Rules and reg- 
ulations, and appointments made in an 
Assembly without the presence and sanc- 
tion of Jesus, are done wrong and God 
will not rest until they are done over. 
What is done wrong has yet before God 
to be done “right”. When we invite peo- 
ple to the altar to be saved, we always 
tell them to come as “you are”. We say 
as much to you, “Come as you are,” we 
love you and hope you will be prayed up 
and on fire for God. 


GOD’S PLANNING 


Since God ordained certain national 
feasts in Israel, and since there is yet to 
be a “General Assembly of the firstborn,” 
we certainly feel that for the Church of 
God to have a General Assembly is in 
keeping with the divine purpose. These 
national feasts of Israel had much to do 
with keeping the twelve tribes in proper 
relationship. As they gathered at those 
annual feasts, each and everyone could 
lay claim to the fact that he was a son 
of Abraham, and that primarily the cove- 
nant exsited for and as much on the ac- 
count of them as it did for the benefit of 
others of the twelve tribes. Nothing 
would have apostatized the twelve tribes 
quicker than their absence from _ those 
feasts. As they mingled together they 
were made to feel that they had some- 
thing in common. This kept the national 
spirit alive and progressive. Our General 
Assembly has the same effect upon our 
ministers and laity. Those attending are 
benefited (1) by way of instruction, (2) 
by spiritual uplift, Those who do not at- 
tend suffer loss from at least two angles: 
(1) loss of teaching, (2) loss of spirit- 
uality. Ministers who begin to minify the 
importance of general or state conven- 
tions, begin to deteriorate into their own 
way of thinking and acting. The result is 
individualism, plus a feeling of individual 
importance; “finally be ye all of one 
mind” becomes foreign to them and thus 
the “side show begins” and a new mis- 
sion opens up on the opposite side of the 
street. 


How unfortunate it is for God’s minis- 
ters and children that they have not seen 
the need of general counsel and advice 
from those who are older and more ma- 
ture. Our General Assembly or other of- 
ficial gatherings have but one purpose 
and that is the “edification” of the body 
of Christ. It is important that each min- 
ister and layman be there if possible, with 


a conservative “swift to hear and slow to 
speak”, and of equal importance is that 
they be “slow to wrath”. Those national 
feasts of Israel were for the purpose of 
preventing division and general delin- 
quences, Their purpose was to solidify the 
national life of Israel. Our General As- 
sembly is meant for no less. The Israel- 
ites hailed with joy the time of their an- 
nual feasts. 


JOURNEYING TO JERUSALEM 


From each twenty-four districts into 
which Palestine was divided came a com- 
pany. Each morning, while they were on 
the road to Jerusalem, their leader sum- 
moned them with the words, “Come ye, 
and let us go up to Zion, and unto Je- 
hovah our God” (Jer. 31:6), and they 
answered, “I was glad when they said un- 
to me, Let us go into the house of the 
Lord” (Ps, cxxu.1). First went one who 
played the pipe; then followed a sacrific- 
ial bullock, destined for a peace offering, 
his horns gilted and garlanded with olive 
branches; next came the multitude, some 
carrying the baskets with the firstfruits, 
others singing the psalms which many 
writers suppose to have been specially des- 
tined for that service, possibly “the 
psalm of degrees.” And _ so they passed 
through the length and breadth of the 
land, everywhere waking the echoes of 
praise. As they entered the city, they 
sang Ps. cxxu.2. “Our feet shall stand 
within thy gates, O Jerusalem.” As they 
reached the temple mount, each one 
whatever his rank or condition, took one 
of the baskets on his shoulder, and they 
ascended singing that appropriate hymn 
“Praise ye the Lord. Praise God in his 
sanctuary; praise him in the firmament of 
his power” (Ps. ct). As they entered the 
temple itself, the Levites intoned Ps. xxx, 
“T will extol thee, O Lord; for thou hast 
lifted me up, and hast not made my foes 
to rejoice over me.” (Erdheim Temple 
Service). We should enter the courts of 
the Lord in praise and thanksgiving for 
what He has done for us and our people 
the past year .Let us be much in prayer 
that God may work within our hearts and 
midst, making this the greatest of all our 
General Assemblies to date. Remember it 
is better to come singing “I am one of 
them” than to stay away trying to sing 
“All of self and none of thee.”

An official decree issued Sept. 8th for- 
bade all street sales for Jewish newspapers 
and magazines after Oct. Ist.

A little handful of 
people, not more than 600,000 at most 
and possibly not more than 400,000 who 
have been leading characters in Germany, 
many of them judges, lawyers, physicians 
and authors, have suddenly become the 
menace of 60,000,000 people. It is indeed 
strange that those who have contributed 
to the enlightenment, advancement of, 
and upkeep of the German nation have re- 
cently been found to the reverse. Certain- 
ly there is no bonafide reason for the per- 
secution of the Jews in Germany.

Under the new building program of

THE NEW DEAL 


The Clarksburg Telegram under date 
of Aug. 17th carried the following edi- 
torial: 

An official agency of the Soviet gov- 
ernment, the State Text Book Publishing 
House of Moscow, has prepared and 
printed in English a series of text books 
to be used in the United States to teach 
children Communism. These books have 
been sent into this country this year in 
lots of 100,000. The Communistic prop- 
aganda in these books is being scattered 
by the members of the Communist party 
who are unemployed teachers that are 
given jobs in home instruction class work 
by the FERA. An example of how much 
Americanism is being instilled into chil- 
dren by these Communists on the govern- 
ment payroll may be found on page 11 of 
their First Grade Reader where it says: 

Red flags on October day,

All over Soviet land. 

To tell the world of workers’ might, 

To tell the world of fearless fight, 

To call all workers to unite, 

And struggle hand in hand. 

The New Deal Government, not only 
allows the spreading of Communism, but 
pays Communists salaries for spreading 
it.

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Signs of Ghrist’s Coming 


Several have written on different sub- 
jects, some on the great tribulation, some 
on the mark of the beast, the sounding 
of the seven trumpets and the great dis- 
asters following each one, which are in- 
teresting and of great importance. By the 
help of the Lord I will try to write on 
the signs of Christ’s coming. Christ 
hasn’t left us in the dark but has given 
us signs to go by. You can talk to some 
about Christ’s coming and they will tell 
you that it may be several hundred years 
before He comes but this class of people 
are in the dark and are not concerned 
about His coming. 

In Matt. 24, as Jesus departed from 
the temple, His disciples wanted Him to 
take notice of this great temple, but Je- 
sus told them that the time would come 
that there wouldn’t be one stone left 
upon another that would not be thrown 
down and as He went out and sat upon 
Mount Olive, His disciples were very in- 
terested in what He had told them and 
they began to inquire about these things, 
They said to Jesus, “Tell us when shall 
these things be?” which was the destruc- 
tion of the temple, and they asked the 
question, “What is the sign of thy com- 
ing and of the end of the world?” Jesus 
began to tell about the signs. He began 
to say, “Take heed that no man deceive 
you, for many shall come in my name 
saying, I am Christ, and shall deceive 
many.” 

If there ever was a day of deception 
it is this day in which we are living. There 
are hundreds of different movements now 
on program which are coming in the 
name of Christ and at the same _ time 
they are enemies of Christ. Jesus said, 
“Ye are my friends if ye do whatsoever I 
command you.” Well, what has Jesus 
commanded the preachers to do? He 
commanded them to preach the Word. 2 
Tim. 4:2. Paul wrote to Timothy saying 
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dabble with the world ail they want to, 
and the preacher knows just what they 
want and will preach to satisfy their 
wishes. We can see that Jesus’ words have 
already been fulfilled on this line. 

Now turn to Matt. 24:37. Jesus said, 
“But as the days of Noe were so shall al- 
so the coming of the Son of man be.” 
Before the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in mar- 
riage. All right, look and see if you can’t 
discern that these times are upon us. In 
my early life I could scarcely hear of any 
divorce cases; now look today, there are 
more divorce cases in the land than I ever 
heard of.

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Prophecies Goncerning cAspects of the Lord's 


WE believe that prophecy indicates 
two stages in the return of the Lord. In 
the first stage He will not actually come 
to the earth but only in the clouds above 
to receive the translated saints to Him- 
self. This stage is called the rapture, 
“carried off by force—transported.” In 
the second stage Christ will actually re- 
turn to earth with all His glorified 
saints. This stage is called revelation, 
“full manifestation”. 

That the second advent should mani- 
fest itself in two stages is not strange 
when we recall that the same thing oc- 
curred in the first advent. Christ was 
first manifested in bodily form to all; 
later He was manifested in a resurrected 
body to His chosen. So in the second ad- 
vent in inverted order He will first be 
manifested in a glorified bodily form to 
His redeemed people. Then following the 
tribulation period He will be manifested 
with them in glory to all that dwell on 
the earth. The result will be His mani- 
festation with His bride to reign over 
all. 


THE RAPTURE AND REVELATION 


The Greek words used show this dis- 
tinction. The word “‘parousia” (personal 
presence) is used of His return as it re- 
lates to the blessing of the saints. (1 Cor. 
1:7, 8; 1 Thess. 4:14, 17). In the 16th 
verse of our last quotation Paul says, “For 
the Lord himself shall descend from heav- 
en with a shout, with the voice of an 
archangel, with the trump of God, and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first.’ Here 
we see that He comes personally, des- 
cending from heaven with a shout. This 
ought to be invigorating to every soul 
that has been born of the Spirit of God. 
The word “apokalupsis”, unveiling, reve- 
lation, emphasizes the visibility of His 
return. (2 Thess. 1:7.) ‘And to you 
who are troubied rest with us, when the 
Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven 
with his mighty angels.” He returns with 
all of His saints. (Rom. 8:19.) 

In the rapture He comes for His 
saints. (John 14:3.) “And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will come 
again and receive you unto myself, that 
where I am there ye may be also.” In this 
verse He shows the purpose of His com- 
ing again, and that is to receive His 
saints or His Bride unto Himself. In the 
revelation He comes with His saints. 
(Jude 14.) “And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, 
Behold, the Lord cometh with ten thou- 
sands of his saints.” His coming with His 
saints is to execute judgment upon all 
and set up the kingdom. 

In the rapture He comes to gather all 
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the saints, past and living, who have met 
the full requirement of the Scriptures, 
which makes them eligible for the rapture, 
into one company. The lukewarm and 
inditferent will not be in that company 
but those who have fully surrendered 
their lives to God according to the 
Scriptures, and when such a surrender is 
made, it is then that the Lord imparts 
the spiritual qualities to us that makes us 
eligible candidates for that great ingath- 
ering. Also in 1 Cor. 15:23 we read how 
Paul classifies the company that shall be 
gathered together. “But every man in his 
own order, Christ the firstfruits, after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing.” I shall let my reader decide who be- 
longs to Him, Does the regenerated man? 
In the revelation He appears to the na- 
tions on earth. (Matt. 25:31, 32.) Here 
He separates the sheep nations from the 
goat nations and sets up his rule over the 
sheep nations after the goat nations 


have been annihilated off the face 
of the earth. In Rev. 1:7 John tells us 
that “every eye shall see him, they also 


which pierced him, and all the kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of him.” 

In the rapture He raises the bodies of 
the saints. (1 Thess. 4:16.) ‘For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of an arch- 
angel, with the trump of God, and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first.”” We notice 
he says “the dead in Christ,” which re- 
fers to the class that have been redeemed 
by the blood of the Lamb. In the revela- 
tion He destroys the followers of Anti- 
christ. (Matt. 13:41, 43.) “The Son of 
man shall send forth his angels and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
that do offend and them which do ini- 
quity, and shal] cast them into a furnace 
of fire. There shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” 

In the rapture He comes only in the 
air to catch up His own, 1 Thess. 4:17, 
“Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
(that is the resurrected in Christ) in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air, and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” This 
is the resurrection and rapture of the 
saints. The resurrected company which 
are in Christ, join us who are alive in 
Christ and in one great company, com- 
prised of all the redeemed who have lived 
and those have died during the past nine- 
teen hundred years, we will be escorted 


to mansions that He has prepared for a 
prepared people in the skies. What could 
be more glorious than a hope of being 
present in this great company? 

In the revelation His feet will stand 
upon the mount of Olives. (Zech. 14:4.) 
“And his feet shall stand in that day upon 
the mount of Olives which is before Je- 
rusalem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof 
towards the east and toward the west; 
there shall be a very great valley, and half 
of the mountains shall remove toward the 
north and half of it toward the south.” 
Here the Lord will show Himself as King 
of kings, and Lord of lords and shall sit 
upon the throne of His father David and 
rule the nations with a rod of iron, 

In the rapture He begins the work of 
rewarding the saints, Rev. 22:12, “And 
behold I come quickly, and my reward is 
with me to give every man according as 
his work shall be.”” We will surely feel 
that we are rewarded for all of our hard- 
ships and trials, just to see Him who is 
altogether lovely and to be carried to the 
Marriage Supper of the Lamb, much less 
all the other things that He has in store 
for His own. See Matt. 16:27. 2 Tim. 4: 
8. This day of which Paul speaks is the 
day of the rapture, the day of the Lord, 
a day of all days. It is the crowning day. 


In the revelation He begins His work 
of re-establishing Israel and the nations. 
Acts 15:14, 17. Verse 16 says, “After 
this I will return and build again the 
tabernacle of David which is fallen down, 
and I wiil build again the ruins thereof, 
and I will set it up that the residue of 
men might seek after the Lord, and all 
the Gentiles upon whom my name is 
called, saith the Lord who doeth all these 
things.” See Zech. 14:5, 9, 12, 16, 


In the rapture He appears as the bride- 
groom, Matt. 25:10; Rev. 19:7,9. “Let 
us be glad and rejoice and give honor to 
him, for the marriage of the lamb is 
come and his wife hath made herself 
ready; and he saith unto me, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called unto the 
marriage supper of the lamb.” In the re- 
velation He appears as King of kings to 
rule over the earth. Rev. 19:11, 18. Here 
we see Him riding upon a white horse and 
He is called Faithful and True and in 
righteousness He doth judge and make 
war. Men have cursed the God of heaven 
and here they are to receive His curse; 
what they have sown they shall now 
reap. His eyes were as a flame of fire, de- 
noting wrath, when He cometh in His 
fury to deal judgment on the nations. On 
His head are many crowns; He has

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NORTHWEST BIBLE AND MUSIC ACADEMY,

The above picture is the home of 
the Northwest Bible and Music Academy 
of the Church of God. We are sure that 
our Evangel readers will be glad to see a 
picture of the home of the school. The 
large building is 60x100 in size and 1s 
arranged so as to seat approximately 
1,400 people. This is the building which 
we have used for our camp tabernacle 
but we are converting it into a schooi 
building, putting in temporary partitions 
which can be taken out when we choose 
to use the building another year for the 
camp meeting. The right wing of the 
building will be partitioned into dormi- 
tory rooms about 10x16 in size. Each 
room will have a large double window 
which will supply plenty of light. The 
wing on the left side of the auditorium 
will be partitioned for class rooms, 
studios, and offices. This leaves a nice au- 
ditorium down the center, approximately 
28x100 in size, which can be used for our 
assembly hall and public services when 
occasion demands. The building will be 
finished on the inside with cellotex so as 
to give warmth as well as acoustics. The 
outside of the building is finished with 
concrete and asphalt sheets which is a new 
building material, silver gray in color, 
colonial in design, does not need painting, 
weather-proof and fire-proof. The build- 
ing in the background, or to the left, is 
unique in design, being 16x40 in size and 





is made of concrete blocks. This building 
we shall use for our dining hall and 
kitchen. It also is fire-proof and is pure 
white. 

Just behind the large tabernacle we 
have another building used for the camp 
tender, It is a stucco building and is at- 
tractive. We are planning on putting in a 
large cistern which will give the students 
a chance to use soft water for washing, 
etc., during the winter months. We feel 
we have much to praise God for in hav- 
ing this wonderful camp ground and 
buildings as the home of this Northwest 
school and camp. 

I should like to say to all those who are 
contemplating to build cabins on _ the 
camp site, to let us hear from you very 
soon so that arrangements can be made 
before the school opens. 

The churches that have not yet paid 
their assessments, even though date of 
payment is past, will be asked to keep 
working to raise their amount and send 
same in as soon as possible. Some of these 
days we will have the debt paid and we 
will have a school and a camp site which 
we will be proud of and thankful for, If 
there are any who read these lines and 
would like to make a personal donation 
to this work in this ripe, new and needy 
field, it surely will be appreciated.—Your

CRANFIELD-PARKER 


Brother Jake Cranfield, fifty-one years 
of age; Mr. Will Parker, fifty-four years 
of age; and his son, D. C. Parker, four- 
teen years of age, all died almost instant- 
ly Saturday morning, Sept. 7, 1935, near 
seven o'clock, at Grasshopper, near 
Cleveland, Tenn. Mr. Parker was digging 
a well when he struck a small vein of gas. 
Not heeding this, he kept digging until 
he struck such a large force of gas that 
he was overcome by it. His son upon 
hearing his cries for help, went into the 
well to rescue his father. When he reached 
the bottom of the well he saw that he 
couldn’t stand the gas and called for 
them to take him out. They pulled him 
up about twenty feet but when he 
reached fresh air he collapsed and feil 
back into the well. He died of the fall.

When he reached the bottom the gas 
was bad but regardless of danger he tied 
the boy to the rope and he was drawn 
from the well. He reached over to his 
neighbor and friend and collapsed with 
him in his arms. He died before the rope 
could be sent down to him again. 

Brother Cranfield was a well beloved 
citizen of his community and a member 
and faithful worker of the Grasshopper 
Church of God. He is survived by his 
wife, two sons, three daughters, three 
brothers, five sisters, and many other re- 
latives. Mr. Parker and son were loved 
by every one who came in contact with 
them. There were friends and _ relatives 
there from different states to mourn 
their deaths. They all leave a home bowed 
in sorrow over the great catastrophe. 
Funeral services were held at the Grass- 
hopper Church of God Monday, Sept. 9, 
conducted by Brother W. H. Black, as- 
sisted by Brothers J. R. Little and E. J.

Michigan is setting a splendid example 
by passing an anti-communism law 
which has real teeth in it. This is as it 
should be.

They are the most serious things in 
the world—for what’s the use of bring- 
ing up your children as they should be, 
if they are to be exposed to the purulent 
contagion of half-baked foreigners who 
don’t know what.our laws are, who don’t 
intend to obey them and who aim de- 
liberately to break them and undermine 
them?

Oaths of allegiance are required 
of teachers in schools and colleges, and 
from students who attend institutions 
which enjoy public grants or tax exemp- 
tions. The people of Michigan are deter- 
mined to make their state too hot for 
communists.
